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From  1917  to  1924  there  *as  a  definite  upward  trend  i  h  the  volume 
OF  feeostuffs  purchased.  This  represented  i  n  large  part  the  develop- 
ment OF  A  COivIMERCIAL  FEED  INDUSTRY  AND  A  SPECIALIZATION  IN  AGRICULTURAL 
production  whereby  dairymen,  POULTRYMEN,  AMD  OTHER  FEEDERS  PURCHASED 
LARGE  QUANTITIES  OF  FEEDS  IN  THE  FORM  OF  READY-MIXED  FEEDS.  OuR I NG  THE 
DEPRESSION  AND  DROUGHT  YEARS,  THE  VOLUME  OF  FEEDS  PURCHASED  DECLINED 
SOMEWHAT  AND  EXPENDITURES  FOR  FEEDS  FLUCTUATED  WIDELY.  IN  RECENT  YEARS 
PRICES  OF  FEEDS  HAVE  REMAINED  CLOSE  TO  PRE-WAR  LEVELS,  BUT  THE  VOLUME 
OF  PURCHASES  HAS  INCREASED  AT  A  RAPID  RATE.  IN  1942  FEED  PRICES  ARE 
EXPECTED  TO  AVERAGE  SOMEWHAT  HIGHER  THAN  IN  RECENT  YEARS,  AND  IT  IS 
PROBABLE  THAT  BOTH  THE  VOLUME  OF  FEEDS  PURCHASED  AND  FARMERS*  EXPEND  I  - 
TURES   FOR  FEED  WILL   REACH   NEW  HIGH  LEVELS  THIS  YEAR. 
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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

S'jrirriary 

Cash  income  from  larLi  narketing-s  in  liarch  totaled  391  million  dollars 
compared  with  310  million  dollars  in  February  and  6lO  million  dollars  in 
L'larch  last  year.    No  report  on  Government  payments  to  farmers  v.dll  be  made 
for  March  due  to  the  transferring  of  the  Control  Accounts  and  Audit  Section 
of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Agency  to  Columbus,  Ohio.     Government  payments 
for  March  ■',^dll  be  combined  vrlth  the  April  payments  next  month. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  increased  slightly  less  than  usual  from 
February  to  March.     Larger  marketings  of  truck  crops  in  March  were  accompanied 
by  such  a  sharp  decline  in  prices  that  the  increase  in  income  over  February 
from  this  source  was  much  less  than  usual.     Income  from  cattle,  eggs,  wholesale 
milk,  and  butterfat  also  declined  after  seasonal  adj'ost-ments,  more  than  off- 
setting the  increase  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  income  from  hogs,  poultry, 
cotton  and  oil-bearing  croDS.    As  a  result  of  these  changes,  the  seasonally 
adjusted  index  of  income  from^  farm  marketings  declined  from  127.0  percent 
of  the  1924-29  average  in  February  to  125.5  oercent  in  March.     The  adjusted 
indexes  of  income  from  both  crops  and  livestock  recorded  slight  declines. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1942  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
totaled  2,638  million  dollars,  47  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  Income 
from  all  groups  of  farm  products  totaled  somewhat  higher  than  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1941,  but  the  greatest  percentage  gains  were  in  the  income  from 
oil-bearing  crops,  poultry  and  eggs,  cotton  and  cottonseed,  vegetables,  and 
meat  animals.     The  doubling  of  the  income  from  oil-bearing  crops  resulted  from 
a  sharp  increase  in  both  marketings  and  prices.    The  m^arketings  of  poultry  and 
eggs  have  also  been  somev/hat  greater  than  a  year  earlier  and  have  been  accom- 
panied by  a  considerable  increase  in  prices.     Income  from  cotton  and  cottonseed 
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was  increased  to  sorv.e  extent  from  January  througii  March  by  the  redemption  of 
about  28  percent  of  the  1941  cotton  placed  under  loan.    Larger  income  from 
meat  anLmals  has  resulted  in  part  from  the  unusually  heavy  marketings  of 
cattle  and  lambs  during  the  first  quarter  of  1942  and  in  part  from  the  marked 
increase  in  the  price  of  hogs. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  durj.ng  the  next  few  months  should  increase 
at  least  as  much  as  usual  for  this  period  of  the  year.     Hog  marketings  should 
increase  more  than  seasonally  as  the  large  fall  crop  begins  to  move  in  volume, 
but  prices  are  likelj''  to  be  maintained  at  about  present  levels  by  large 
lend-lease  purchases  of  pork  and  lard.     Income  from  dairy  products  mil  be 
bolstered  during  the  heavy  production  period  by  the  Government  stabilization 
of  butter  prices.     Present  conditions  indicate  at  least  the  usual  seasonal 
increase  in  farm  marketings  of  crops  as  the  production  season  progresses. 
The  demand  for  farm  products  is  expected  to  show  further  improvement  in  the 
near  fut^ore  and  may  also  be  supported  by  the  scarcity  of  other  consumers' 
goods,  which  mil  tend  to  divert  purchasing  power  to  items  in  more  adequate 
suppl}'',  including  farm  products.

February  Income  from  Farm  Marketings 
Sharply  Higher  than  a  Year 
Earlier  in  All  States 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  in  February  totaled  somewhat  more  than 
a  year  earlier  in  all  48  States,  the  increases  ranging  from  12  percent  in 
Georgia  to  more  than  100  percent  in  Arizona  and  Nevada.     However,  Government 
pa3/ments  in  some  of  the  States  were  considerably  belov:  a  year  earlier. 
February  incom.e  including  Government  mynents  in  Georgia  v/as  sli.^iitly  less 
than  in  1941  and  in  North  Dakota  income  vras  only  slightly  higher.     In  all 
of  the  remaining  States  income,  including  Government  paments,  was  from 
6  to  100  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  for  the  country  as  a  whole 
the  increase  amounted  to  41  percent. 

The  change  from  January  to  February  in  cash  incom.e  from  farm  marketings 
vra,s  about  the  usual  seasonal  am.ount  in  the  North  Atlantic,  South  Atlantic, 
and  South  Central  regions.     In  the  East  North  Central  region  the  actual  decline 
in  income  was  slightly  more  than  usual,  but  because  of  the  much  higher  level 
of  incom.e  this  year  the  percentage  decline  vras  less  than  usual.     In  the  West

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North  Central  region  marketings  of  hogs  and  grains  declined  sharply  from 
January  to  February  and  the  decline  in  income  vras  somewhat  more  than  usual. 
In  the  Western  region  the  marketings  of  crops  declined  r.light?Ly  more  than 
usual  from  January  to  February,  partj.cul.arly  in  Montana,  Colorado  and  Washing- 
ton. 

For  the  first  2  months  of  1942,  cash  farm  income  and  Goverament 
pa;^Tnents  in  the  various  States  ranged  from  7  percent  to  about  109  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier,  varying  from  an  average  of  34  percent  in  the 
North  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions  to  50  percent  in  the  Western  region. 
Returns  from  crops  have  been  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  except 
Maryland  and  South  Carolina.    New  Mexico  is  the  only  State  where  returns 
from  livestock  during  the  first  2  months  of  this  year  were  below  last  year, 
primarily  because  of  relatively  light  sales  of  meat  animals  during  January 
and  February. 

North  Atlantic  Re,gion 

Total  income  from  farm  marketings  was  up  37  percent  in  February  1941 
over  last  year,  with  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  showing  similar 
percentage  increases.     Income  including  Government  payments  totaled  35  percent 
more  than  in  February  1941.     Total  income  including  Government  payments  in 
Maine  vras  74  percent  higher  than  last  year,  while  in  the  remaining  States  the 
increases  ranged  from  22  to  37  percent. 

During  the  first  2  months  of  this  year  the  increases  in  income  from 
farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  ranged  from  17  percent  in  New  Hampshire 
to  84  percent  in  Maine,  and  totaled  34  percent  for  the  region  as  a  whole. 
Income  from  m.arketings  of  both  crops  and  livestock  and  livestock  products 
was  som.ewhat  liigher  than  a  year  earlier  in  every  State  in  the  region. 

East  North  Central  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  pajTiients  during  February 
was  sharply  higher  in  all  States,  the  increases  ranging  from  29  percent  in 
Ohio  to  57  percent  in  Wisconsin.     Income  from  corn  in  February,  when  large 
quantities  of  corn  were  placed  under  loan,  was  sharply  higher  than  a  year 
earlier.    A  sharp  increase  in  income  from  vegetables  in  Michigan  was  an 
important  fo.ctor  in  the  increased  returns  in  that  State.     In  Wisconsin  income 
from  dairy  products  continued  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  mth  returns 
fromi  meat  animals  and  poultry  and  eggs  also  up  sharply.     Income  in  this 
region  during  January  and  February  of  this  year,  including  Government  payments, 
totaled  47  percent  above  the  same  period  of  1941.     The  increases  in  income 
ranged  from  31  percent  in  Ohio  to  57  percent  in  Wisconsin. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  during  February  was  up  42  percent.  Govern- 
ment paym.ents  in  February  were  50  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and 
were  especially  large  in  Mnnesota,  South  Dakota  and  Nebraska,  where  payments 
to  date  on  the  1941  program  have  been  made  somewhat  later  than  they  were  on 
the  1940  program.     In  North  Dakota,  however.  Government  paym.ents  were  sharply 
lower  than  a  year  earlier,  and  for  the  region  as  a  whole  income  including 
Government  payments  in  February  was  about  the  same  as  in  February'-  1941. 
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Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Governraent  payments  during  the 
first  2  months  of  1942  totaled  /|.8  percent  more  than  in  the  same  period  of 
1941,  the  increases  ranging  from  37  percent  in  North  Dalcota  to  62  percent 
in  Nebraska.     Income  from  crops  during  this  period  -lyvas  only  22  percent 
higher  than  last  year,  but  returns  from  livestock  were  up  52  percent,  and 
Government  payments  were  up  68  percent. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

Income  from  farm  marketings  and  Government  payments  in  th3  different 
States  in  this  region  during  Februarj?"  varied  mdely  from  a  year  earlier. 
Income  from  farm  marketings  in  Georgia  was  only  12  percent  higher  than  in 
February  1941,  and  with  the  smaller  Government  payments,  total  income  was 
1  percent  less  than  last  year.     In  South  Carolina  the  decline  in  income  from 
crops  and  GoverniTient  payments  was  offset  by  a  big  increase  in  returns  from 
livestock,  and  total  income  for  February  was  up  6  percent.    Maryland  also 
reported  a  slight  decline  in  income  from  crops  this  February  because  of  the 
marked  decline  in  sales  of  corn.     The  greatest  increases  were  in  North  Carolina 
and  Florida,  where  income  was  74  percent  and  $9  percent  respectively  greater 
than  last  year. 

The  combined  income  from  farm  marketings  and  Govera^iient  payments  in 
January  and  February  ranged  from  7  percent  higher  than  last  year  in  Georgia 
to  62  percent  higher  in  Florida.     In  the  remaining  States  the  increases  in 
income  were  from  19  to  48  percent. 

South  Central  Region 

In  this  region  incom.e  from  marketings  during  February  recorded  the 
greatest  increase  over  a  year  earlier  of  any  of  the  regions,  but  Government 
payments  were  doi/vn  sharply.     The  net  increase  in  income  including  Government 
payments  was  slightly  smaller  than  in  other  regions.     The  greatest  increase 
in  income  from  farm  marketings  was  in  Louisiana,  vrhere  returns,  particularly 
from  hogs  and  rice,  were  sharply  higher  than  the  relatively  low  returns  in 
February  1941.     Income  froiri  crops  in  the  other  principal  cotton-producing 
States  v/as  also  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  was  increased  in  part 
by  the  redemption  of  some  194-1  loan  cotton. 

During  the  first  2  months  of  1941^  income  including  Government  payments 
'.vas  substantially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States  in  this  region, 
vrith  increases  ranging  from  21  percent  in  Oklahoma  to  63  percent  in  Mississippi. 
Returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  were  sharpl.y  higher  in  all  States. 

Western  Region 

In  Arizona  and  Nevada  cash  fa  bruary  was  more  than  twice 

as  high  as  the  relatively  low  income  in  these  States  during  February  1941? 
and  sharp  increases  also  took  place  in  Idaho,  Wyoming  and  California.  Returns 
from  both  crops  and  livestock  were  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in 
all  States,  except  New  Mexico,  where  marketings  of  meat  animals  vrere  unusually 
smll  and  income  from  livestock  v/as  21  percent  lower. 
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The  greatest  increases  in  farn  incone  during  the  first  2  months  of 
this  year  were  Idaho,  Arizona,  Nevada,  and  California.     The  increased  returns 
from  potatoes  have  been  an  important  factor  in  the  larger  income  in  Idaho, 
and  in  Nevada  receipts  from  livestock  -.vere  up  sharply  from  a  year  earlier. 
In  Arizona  and  California  returns  from  both  crops  and  livestock  have  been 
sharply  higher  than  last  year. 

CASH  AND  GROSS  FARli  INCOME  FROM  DAIRY 
km)  POULTRY  PRODUCTS,  1940-41 

Revised  estimates  of  income  from  dairy  and  poultry  products,  by  States, 
have  been  completed  for  1940  and  1941  and  are  given  in  tables  6-9  in  this 
report.     These  revisions  take  into  account  the  changes  in  production  and 
disposition  of  dairy  and  poultry  products  which  have  been  made  since  the 
Census  data  for  1939  became  available.    Revised  estimates  of  income  for 
earlier  years  mil  be  available  in  the  near  future. 

In  computing  the  income  from  chickens,  total  sales  of  chickens  by 
farmers  have  been  divided  into  sales  of  farm,  chickens  and  sales  of  commercial 
broilers.    This  sub-classification  of  chickens  has  made  it  possible  to  obtain 
a  more  accurate  measure  of  the  numbers  of  chickens  sold  and  of  the  income 
received  from  chickens,  as  farm  chickens  move  at  different  times  of  the  season 
and  at  different  prices  than  commercial  broilers.    This  sub-classification 
has  become  increasingly  necessary  in  recent  years  because  of  the  marked  increa; 
in  the  production  of  commercial  broilers  in  certain  sections  of  the  country 
particularly  adapted  to  this  type  of  farming.     In  1941  the  gross  income  from 
commercial  broilers  amounted  to  89  million  dollars  and  v.'as  20  percent  of  the 
total  gross  income  from  all  chickens  produced  on  farms. 

The  estimates  of  income  from  the  remaining  items  are  revised  only 
slightly  from  those  previously  published.     Information  available  from  the 
Census  and  from  special  surveys  indicates  that  there  was  a  smaller  proportion 
of  the  chickens  and  eggs  consumed  on  farms  by  farm  families  than  v;as  formerly 
estimated  and  that  there  has  been  some  increase  in  the  estimated  quantities 
of  milk  sold  at  vmolesale  and  decreases  in  milk  retailed  by  producers. 
These  changes  have  resulted  in  slight  shifts  in  the  cash  and  gross  income  from 
these  products  in  the  different  States.     In  most  cases  these  shifts  have  been 
small. 

THE  OUTLOOK  FOR  FEED  EXPENDITURES  IN  1942 

It  novj-  appears  probable  that  the  quantities  of  feeds  purchased  hy 
farmers  in  1942  lAdll  be  somewhat  greater  than  in  1941  when  farmers  purchased 
more  feeds  than  in  any  previous  year.     (See  chart  on  cover  page  of  this 
report) .    Although  prices  paid  by  farmers  for  feeds  in  1941  averaged  only 
12  percent  more  than  in  1940,  there  vras  a  sharp  advance  in  the  latter  half 
.of  the  year,  and  on  March  15,  1942  prices  vrere  37  percent  higher  than  a  year 
earlier.     However,  the  advance  in  feed  prices  has  been  accompanied  by  a  marked 
increase  in  prices  of  most  livestock  and  livestock  products,  resulting  in  a 
continued  strong  demand  for  feed.     The  sharp  up'/vard  trend  of  the  past  few 
years  in  farmers'  expenditures  for  feed  will  probably  continue  into  1942  xvhen 
total  expenditures  may  exceed  those  of  any  previous  year.

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The  large  quantities  of  corn  nlaced  under  loan  or  stored  by  the 
Government  during  the  years  1938-40  furnished  a  reserve  supply  of  feeds 
\vhich  fanT^ers  were  able  to  drav:  upon  during  1941  without  unduly  increasing 
feed  prices.    As  corn  was  placed  under  loan,  the  receipts  fron  loans  were 
included  in  the  estimates  of  farm  income,  and  as  corn  is  redeemed  for  feed 
the  money  outlay  is  included  as  an  expenditure  for  feed.    At  the  beginning 
of  1941  there  were  nearly  500  million  bushels  of  corn  under  loan  or  held 
in  storage  by  the  Government.    "^'Jhen  feed  prices  began  to  rise,  increasing 
quantities  of  corn  under  loan  were  redeemed  and  over  100  million  bushels 
of  Governff.ent-held  corn  were  sold,  so  that  at  the  beginning  of  1942  the  net 
quantity  of  corn  held  by  the  Government  or  under  seal  had  been  reduced  to 
slightly  ov3r  350  million  bushels.     The  release  of  these  corn  reserves  v/as 
an  important  source  of  supply  for  the  record  quantities  of  feed  purchased 
by  farmers  in  1941. 

During  the  first  quarter  of  1;42  the  quantities  of  corn  sold  by 
the  Government  or  redeemed  on  farms  vrere  somewhat  larger  than  the  quantities 
of  1942  corn  placed  under  loan,  thus  further  reducing  the  reserve  stocks. 
The  quantity  of  corn  placed  under  loan  during  the  remainder  of  1^42  is 
expected  to  be  relatively  small  and  T«.dll  be  exceeded  materially  by  sales 
of  Government-ovmed  stocks  and  the  redem.ption  of  corn  by  farmers.  So-e 
Government -he Id  wheat  is  also  being  released  for  use  as  feed,  and  available 
supplies  01  otxher  feeds,  particularly  high-protein  feeds,  are  expected  to 
be  somewhat  larger  in  1942  than  in  1941.    Farmers'  purchases  of  feed  in 
1942  therefore,  are  likely  to  be  some-'-hat  larger  than  in  1941  and  the  supply 
of  reserve  feed  may  be  considerably  reduced.  ; 

Farmers Expenditures  for  ■ 
Feeds  1910-41 

The  year-to-year  changes  since  1910  in  farmers'  expenditures  for 
feeds,  in  the  quantity  of  feeds  purchased,  and  in  the  level  of  prices  paid 
by  farmers  for  feed  are  shovm  on  the  cover  page  of  this  report.  Farmers' 
expenditiures  for  feeds  since  1910  have  fluctuated  much  more  than  expenditures 
for  any  other  group  of  commodities  p^orchased  by  farmers.    The  fluctuations 
are  rather  closely  associated  I'dth  fluctuations  in  cash  farm  income.  From 
1910  to  1914  expenditures  for  feed  averaged  6.8  percent  of  total  cash  farm 
income,  but  from  1917  to  1924  the  proportion  of  cash  farm  income  spent  for 
feeds  increased  somewhat  and  during  the  period  1925-29  averaged  8.5  percent. 
There  was  some  decline  in  the  proportion  of  farm  income  spent  for  feeds 
during  the  depression  and  drought  years,  but  in  recent  years  the  proportion 
has  been  at  about  the  1925-29  level. 

The  marked  advance  in  feed  prices  during  the  first  ^Vorld  !%r  was 
followed  by  a  sharp  upward  trend  in  the  volume  of  feed  available  for  purchase 
by  farmers.     The  increase  in  prices  stimulated  the  production  of  grains  and 
hay  for  sale  and  gave  impetus  to  a  conversion  of  vraste  byproducts  into 
commercial  feeds.    High  prices  during  this  period  also  caused  farmers  to 
use  their  feed  more  lAfisely,  greatly  stimulated  the  demand  for  feeds  of  a 
specified  protein  content,  and  led  to  the  development  of  the  mixed  feed 
industry. 

Following  the  first  ''Jorld  "fer,  requirements  for  food  .grains  declined 
sharply,  leaving  a  surplus  acreage  for  feed  grains.     This  resulted  in  a 
period  of  relatively  low  feed  prices  in  com-parison  with  livestock  prices  and 
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and  a  f farther  increase  in  the  purchases  of  feed  gi^ains  by  feeders.  Also 
the  continued  expansion  in  dairy  production,  particularly  the  production 
of  fluid  milk  arovrnd  large  cities,  led  to  an  increased  utilization  of  pur- 
chased feed  by  dairy  farmers.     There  was  some  tendency  for  the  specializa- 
tion in  poultry  production  and  in  the  feeding  of  livestock  in  those  areas 
best  adapted  to  those  enterprises.    All  of  these  factors  led  to  a  relatively 
high  volume  of  purchases  of  feed  during  the  period  1924-29. 

During  the  depression,  both  the  quantity  of  feeds  purchased  and  the 
price  declined  sharply,  and  the  estimated  expenditures  for  feeds  in  1932 
were  only  38  percent  as  large  as  in  1929.     In  the  drought  years  the  volume 
of  feeds  available  for  purchase  by  farmers  continued  to  decline,  but  prices 
and  expenditures  advanced  sharply.     Since  1935  prices  of  feed  have  been 
fairly  steady  at  approximately  the  1910-14  levels,  but  the  volume  of  feeds 
purchased  by  farmers  and  the  total  expenditures  for  feeds  have  continued 
sharply  upward. 

EstLmtes  from  1910  to  1941  of  farmers'  expenditures  for  feed  (given 
in  the  accompanying  table)  are  based  upon  census  data  of  farmers'  expendi- 
tures for  feed  and  year-to-year  changes  in  the  value  of  important  feed 
products  available  to  farmers  for  purchase.     The  quantities  of .home-grown 
feeds  available  for  purchase  were  obtained  by  deducting  from  total  farm 
sales  during  the  calendar  year  the  quantities  accounted  for  by  industrial 
uses,  feed  for  nonfarm  livestock,  net  changes  in  commercial  and  Governriient 
stocks  and  net  exports.     The  remainder  ms  valued  at  average  prices  received 
by, farmers  rather  than  prices  paid  by  farmers,  since  a  large  part  of  the 
sales  of  home-groiym  feeds  are  local  sales  from  one  farmer  to  another  and 
no  data  were  available  for  weighting  the  quantities  purchased  by  farmers 
in  the  different  States  to  obtain  the  weighted  average  price  paid  by  farmers 
for  feeds. 

The  quantities  of  the  more  important  byproduct  feeds  purchased  by 
farmers  were  obtained  by  deducting  the  estimated  quantities  consumed  by 
nonfarm  livestock  and  the  net  exports  from  total  production  and  valuing  the 
remainder  at  pric'es  paid  by  farmers.    Data  vrere  not  available  for  estimating 
the  quantities  of .  all  the  different  feeds  purchased  by  farmers.    In  any 
case,  their  total?  value  would  provide  only  a  rough  index  of  farmers' 
expenditures  for  feeds,  because  of  the  increasing  practice  of  mixing  feeds 
commercially  and  selling  feeds  of  a  fixed  protein  content,  such  as  mixed  dairy 
feeds,  laying  mash,  etc.     Consequently,  changes  in  farmers'  purchases  of 
feeds  between  census  years  were  estimated  from  changes  in  value  of  the 
important  feeds  available  to  farmers. 

Txhe  tvro  most  important  products  entering  into  feeds  purchased  by 
farmers  are  v/heat  offal  and  corn.    However,  their  relative  importance  has 
been  declining  vdth  the  marked  increase  in  the  supplies  of  high-protein 
commercial  feeds  and  the  increasing  quantities  of  hay  available  for  repurchase 
by  farmers.
